000.

The quota assigned to indi­ 
viduals of the county is $155,- 
335,000, Lee, local War Finance 
Committee chairman, announced. 

The total for each county In 
Southern California is slightly 
less than the" quota in the Fifth 
War Loan drive, and communlt; 
quotas will be reduced accord 
Ingly, he said.

The amount of bonds which 
this community must sell In the 
drive, which starts Nov. 20, has 
 not yet been determined, but is 
expected to be announced with­ 
in the next few days.

Southern California's total 
quota this time is $451,000,000 
as compared with $512,000,000 In 
the Fifth drive. Individuals of 
the area must buy $202,000,000 
in bonds, as against $246,000,000 
In the previous campaign.

County quotas were set at the 
recent regional» War Finance 
conference held in Los Angeles, 
which was addressed by Secre­ 
tary of the Treasury Henry 
Morgenthau, Jr., and Ted B. 
Gamble, director of the War Fi­ 
nance Division, Washington, D.C. 
Drive leaders were present from 
this and other counties of the 
Southland.

The experience of suffering 
the horrors of asphyxiation, 
rousing from 
mid making his way to the 
hospital Is one which can he 
told by Fred Able, oil com­ 
pany research mim of 3441 
Torrancc blvd.

After treatment at Torrance. 
Memorial hospital, Able told 
the Torrancc Herald that at 
about 6 p.m. on Oct. 19 ,he 
went to ,the door of his home 
to answer a call. Apparently 
the wind from the door blew 
out the gas In a heater which 
hud been burning.

Able said he reclined on a 
davenport unmindful of the 
fact that the gas had blown 
out and soon lost conscious­ 
ness. He -aroused at 2 
on. Oct. 20, suffering Int 
heart pains, a swollen face 
and Immediately nuulr his 
way to the door. In the fresh 
air he realized his narrow es­ 
cape'from death and made his 
way to the hospital where 
first aid and artificial respi­ 
ration were administered.

He said he felt no ill effects 
except that his heart was 
pumping u little faster than 
normally.

He has a 
son, Wcslon, overseas In the 
Marines.
